Austin, Tex., March 23.—The state of Texas 
owns and runs a sugar farm, worked by con- 
victs. Kecently a bill was passed by the legis- 
lature to accept the 2 cent bountv under the 
McKinley bill. Governor Hogg vetoed it. 
The veto closes, in part, as follows: 

The state is sovereign of her own affairs, and 


¢annot be disturbed in the enon exercise of 
her prerogatives. If she desires to raise su by 


convict labor, under no circumstances could she, 


with propriety, ask or accept from any govern- 
eas Totane te doso. Nor could she yield the 
Suvervision of her affairs to any officer not sub- 
ordinate to her own laws. To do so in one in- 
stance would lead to another, and finally to the 
fupervyision by the federal government over the 
¢otton patches, wheat fields, stock ranches, lumber 
vards and factories within her limits. Prec- 
Idents, by government usurpation, becomes 
ttronger than law. Worse, they are more difficult 
tc overthrow. When they are erected on the de- 
S8truction of the constitution, like the ‘“‘bounty 
act, the wrong which produced them strengthens, 
as the fruits of crime spread, until they become 


fastened forever on the people. For my :

The work of procuring a 
jury was then proceeded with and in a measure of 
success, seven having been obtained before the 
noon recess.

After 
one challenge by the government and two by the 
defense, without completing the formation of the 
jury, the court adjourned.

SONS OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION. 

Ata meeting today of the executive com- 
mittee of the District. of Columbia Society of 
Sons of the American Revolution, the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions, with respect to 
the late General Joseph E. Johnston, were 
adopted: 

Whereas, Death has removed from among ts 
General Joseph E. Johnston, one of the honorable 
vice presidents of this society, and honorable 
vice ! amenige pe general of the Natfonal Society of 
the Sons of the American Revolution, for thirty- 
six years an officer in the army of the United 
States, and more recently a civil servant of the 
government; 

Resolved, That in his loss, ripe AF poor, hon- 
ored by his fellow-citizens and beloved by ali who 
were tavored with his personal friendship, this 
society hag been deprived of one of the noblest 
inen, whose bravery, honesty of purpose, integ- 
rity of ¢haracter and many virtues are in the 
highest degree worthy of emulation. The son of 
a gallant revolutionary soldier—an officer in Lee’s 
legion—thanked at the head of the 
army for his services at the storming of 
Fort Washington. General Johnston was himself 
one of the bravest of American soldiers. His 
name is prominent in the annals of the seminole 
war of 1836, where in one engagement his uniform 
was pierced by thirty bullets, and of the war with 
Mexico, at Cerro Gordo, Contreras, Chnrubusco 
and Mexico, as well as Chapultepec, where his 
hand was the first to place the flag upon $he 
enemy’s ramparts. Distinguished also in civil 
life, he represented his native state in congress, 
and when eighty years old was still a public serv- 


Notwithstanding the physical infirmity con- 
sequent on hisadvanced age and battle wounds, 
General Johnston, within a few weeks of his 
death, as a pallbearer, pee a last tribute to the 
late admiral of the United States navy, D. D. 
Porter, and quitted thg grave of hi#old sailor 
friend to journey immediately toa city where, as 
one of the chief-mourners, he stood by the bier of 
Sherman, one of the greatest leaders of armies. A 
life-long friend to the admiral of the navy and the 
general of the army, though for years an honor- 
able and relentless foe upen the field of battle, 
he paid last tributes atthe tombs of Porter and 
Sherman, as he had before done at those of Grant 
and Lee, alkgood soldiers, and all descendants of 
patriots of fhe revolution. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to at- 
tend the fun6ral ceremony, and that copies of 
these resolutions be transmitted to the family of 
the late General Johnston, and to the several or- 
ganizations of descendants of patriots of the 
revolution. =

LEE-CAMP CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 

RIcHMOND, Va., March 23.—A special meet- 
ing of Lee camp of Confederate Veterans, of 
which General Johnston was a member, was 
held this evening, to take action concerning 
his death. A committee was appointed 
to draft resolutions, and the trustees were 
instructed to have the hall draped in 
mourning, and the picture of General John- 
ston, which hangs in the hall, also draped. 
The flag on the hall was ordered to be placed 
at half-mast during the hour of the funeral, 
and the city authorities were requested to have 
ali the flags on the public buildings placed 
at half-mast and bells tolled. 


THERE WAS NO FLAGMAN. 


And a Mail Crashed Into a_ Freight 
Train. 

CosHocKTON, O., March 23.—Limited mail, 
No. 7, due in Columbus at 1:40 o’clock p. m. 
was wrecked at Conesville, seven miles west 
of here, this afternoon. The freight train was 
pulling in on a siding at that point, and had 
failed to station a flagman. The mail train, 
running ata high rate of speed, came around 
a curve and ran into the freight. The mail 
train engine turned over and Engineer Oscar 
Farrelland Fireman Dickson were terribly 
injured—the latter, it is thought, is fatally 
hurt. Several of the postal clerks were severely 
bruised but none seriously injured.

Suspension of the Washington National 
Bank in New York. 

New York, March 23.—The Washington 
National bank will not open its doors to- 
morrow. The suspension is due, for the 
greater part, itis said, to the undue latitude 
accorded the friends of President Sherman in 
the way of loans. A large amount of the se- 
curities, deposited for these loans, have been 
of the ‘‘cat ahd dog class.’ Depositors, it is 
said, will not suifer materially by the suspen- 
sion, which-was precipitated by the refusal of 
the Gallatin National bank to clear for the 
Washington National upon discovery that the 
capital of the latter bank is impaired. The 
bank began business last June with a paid-up 
capital of $300,000. The net deposits are only 
about $600,000. The bank will be placed in 
the hands of National Bank Examiner Hep- 
burn. The amount of impaired capital is 
rather indefinite, but is estimated to be about 
$60,000. 

Slow Collections Caused It. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Mafch 23.—The Milwaukee 
Bridge and Iron Works, of which Keepers and 
Riddell were the principal stockholders, made an 
assignment this morning.

ALL ABOUT THE DISPUTE 


BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN AND ONE 
OF HER COLONIES. 


IN REGARD 10 A FISHING ARRANGEMENT. 


Canada Wanted to Be a Party, but New- 
foundiand Didn’t Want Her In. 
The Correspondence. 


Boston, March 23.—The Herald’s Halifax 
special says the people of Newfoundland are a 
unit in denouncing the ‘‘cowardly and treach- 
erous conduct of the British government,” 
in ooercing the province, respecting the 
French fishery claims, and says English alle- 
giance will be renounced and an appeal will 
be nade to the United States for admission as 
a state in the union and protection. 

THE MATTER IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, March 23.—William Henry Smith, 
first lord of the treasury, inthe house of com- 
mons today replying to questions asked by Mr. 
Gladstone and others,said that Lord Knutsford, 
secretary of state for the colonial department, 
on Saturday last, had cabled to Sir John 
O’Brien, governor of Newfoundland, saying 
that the bill giving effect to the modus vivendi 
would not be proceeded with until April 16th, 
thus giving time for. further communications 
on the subject between the imperial and 
colonial governments. The proposals of New- 
foundland delegates for settling the whole 
question by territorial concessions, or by some 
other equivalent, added Mr. Smith, has been 
submitted to the French government. 

In the house of lords Lord Salisbury made a 
statement similar to that made by Mr. Smith 
in the house of commons, adding, however, 
that the bill would not be taken up before 
April 23d, 

HISTORY OF THE SQUABBLE. 


Lonpon, March 23,—The corréspondence be- 
tween the governments of Newfoundland and 
Great Britain on the proposed fishing con- 
vention between Newfoundland and the 
United States is published. The dispatches 
extend from February, 1890, to March, 1891. 

The first communication is a letter from Sir 
John O’Brien, governor of Newfoundland, to 
Lord Knutsford, imperial! colonial secretary, 
in which the governor gives the, minutes 
of the Newfoundland executive council 
in favor of a separate arrangement 
with the United States of fishery 
and commercial questions, as opposed to co. 
operation with Canada. Lord Knutsford, on 
April 12, 1890, assents to Newfoundland’s 
negotiating directly with the government at 
Washington. Sir Charles Tupper, on October 
27, 1890, protests against the departure 
from the old policy of treating the 
fishery question as requiring unity of action 
between Newfoundland and Canada, and Sir 
John McDonald cables that the dominion 
— to be included in any arrangement. 

rd Knutsford, on November 4, 1890, cables 
that Bond, colonial secretary of Newfound- 
land, has no powers to negotiate, and that the 
government had communicated with Sir Julian 
Fauncefote in regard to the dominion’s desire 
to be included in any arrangement. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, on October18, 1890, 
wired that Mr. Blaine had received Bond un- 
officially, and had a long interview with him, 
the result of which was the drafting of a con- 
vention by Sir Julian Pauncefote. A copy of 
this convention was sent to Lord Stanley, the 
governor general of Canada, elicited by acable- 
grem from the governor general on 
November 19th, stating that Canada viewed 
the convention with the utmost alarm, and 
strongly protested against the signing of it. 

Messagés from Sir John O’Brien ur t 
there be no delay in signing the 
tion, contend that Newfoundland ought not to 
be involved in Canadian disputes, and appeal 
to the imperial government not to subject the 
colony to trading disabilities to the advantage 
of Canada. 

Lord Knutsford, in response, holds that a 
convention cannot be made exclusively in 
Newfoundland’s interests. 

Finally on January 23, 1891, Lord Knuts- 
ford cables to Sir John O’Brien that the im- 
perial government was compelled to maintain 
a delay of the ratification of the convention. 
The same cable refers to the French shore 
difficulty, the depressed condition of 
Newfoundland and the importance of opening 
up the colony’s resources and offer to guaran- 
tee railways, and send a commission to in- 
quire into the resources of the colony, but adds 
that before applying to parliament to sanction 
the loan, the imperial government would re- 
quire the assurance that the colony would co 
operate in adjusting the controversy with 
France. 

On February 10th, the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment reponded that they could not com- 
prehend Lord Knutsford’s withdrawal from 
the distinct and positive undersjanding de- 
claring that the imperial government was de- 
laying the ratification of the convention in 
subservience to Canadian politics, to ruin the 
prospects of the colony, and demanding an ex- 
plicit answer—yes or no—in order that the fate 
of the colony might be known and appropriate 
action be taken. 

Lord Knutsford cabled that he ad- 
hered to the decision and that 
he regretted the lauguage which the New- 
foundland minister thought fit to use. Sir John 
O’Brien having sent the resolutions of 
the two houses of the Newfoundiand 
legislature, Lord Knutsford in the final 
dispatch, on March 12th, contended that 
Bond’s instructions when in Washington, in 
no wise implied that the convention could 
then be concluded; that Bond, without refer- 
ence to Sir Julian Pauncefote, had had several 
interviews with Mr. Kiaine, the result being 
the remodeling of the convention 

prepared by Pauncefote; that 
Blaine had communicated this counter-draft 
to Pauncefote on January 6th, and that this 
fact, though known to the Newfoundland 
ministers, had not been stated to 
the Newfoundland legislature. Lord 
Knutsford regrets that the legislature 
recorded an unaccurate view of the transac- 


tion. 
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PARNELL SAYS HE WILL TRY IT, 


Bat Healy and Davitt Say He Is Up to a 
Trick. 

Cork, March 23.—It is announced today 
that Parnell bas written a letterto the Cork 
leadership committee, in which he says that 
the tone of studied insult and untruth{ul char- 
acter of the statements made in Healy’s letter 
accepting his (Parnell’s) challenge, that they 
should both resign their seats in parliament 
and come forward as candidates for re-election, 
debars him from communicating directly with 
Healy or. the latter’s friends. Parnell adds 
that it is impossible to expect that any agree- 
ment will be respected by his opponents longer 
than expedient. 

However, he has placed his application for 
Chiltern Hundreds in Mr. Nolan’s hands, re- 
questing him to forward it directly, if Healy 
submits himself before the electors of the 
division of Cork which he represents. 

WHAT HEALY SAYS. 

Maurice Healy, when questioned today 
about Parnell’s letter to the leadership com- 
mittee, said that he had not seen the letter re- 
ferred to, but if the resignation was genuine 
he, Healy, would instantly meet it. 

DAVITT SAYS PARNELL IS NOT SINCERE. 

Michael Davitt, in an interview in London 
today, said that Parnell’s phrase in his letter 
to the Cork leadership committee saying: ‘‘So 
soon as Healy has submitted himself to the 
judgment of ana has gone to his constituents,” 
is a repetition of the Boulogne trick. Davitt 
added; “Parnell wishes to make Healy be

Timothy Healy, McCarthyite member of 
parliament, and brother of Maurice Healy, to 
whom Parnell recently sent his resignation 
challenge, was mobbed today in the streets of 
Cork and injured so badly he may lose hig 
sight. He had been in the assizes courtroom, 
where he was interested in a case. When he 
went upon the street he was surrounded by a 
howling mob and took refuge in a dressing 
room. A man dashed into the room, turned 
out the light and struck Mr. Healy a blow in 
the face that smashed his eye glasses. Hig 
face was badly cut by fragments of glass, and 
fear is expressed that his sight has been de= 
stroyed. 

Mr. Sexton, speaking at Sligo, announced 
that Mr. Healy would hand his resignation to 
Deasy, the nationalist whip, so that Nolan and 
Deasy could apply for the Chiltern Hundreds 
together. 

CONFIDENT OF PARNELL’S DEFEAT.

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THE TERRIBLE CRIME OF A DECA- 
TUR HUSBAND. 


Borrows Two Dollars from His Wife’s 
Brother, and Then Goes Home and 
Chokes Her to Death. 


CaMILLA, Ga., March 93,—[Special.]—C. K. 
Lemox, of Decatur county, was arrested here 
about sundown, on the charge of having 
killed his wife. The crime was committed 
about 9 o’clock in the morning. 

About 8 o’clock he went to the store of his 
wife’s brother, EZ J. Willis, and told Mr. Cal 
Willis that he wanted to get $2 to get some 
things for his family. Mr. Willis gave him 
the money, but thought it was strange, as he 
and his brother had arranged with certain 
parties to let Lennox have what he wanted. 

CHOKED HIS WIFE TO DEATH. 

Lemox went from the store to the house, 
and found his wife alone, their only child, a 
daughter of twelve years, being at school. 
He caught his wife by the throat and choked 
her to death before she could say a word. All 
of this he admits, and says: 

“‘T am willing to let the law take its course. 
I have no charge to make against my wife. 
She was a good wife and a loving mother. 
Her brothers were very kind to me, assisted 
me in getting work and let me have what we 
needed.”’ 

THE CHASE FOR THE MURDERER. 

As soon as he committed the crime he took 
the money he got from his wife’s brother and 
hired a horse and left for his brother’s home in 
Colquitt county. He was followed closely by 
Sheriff Patterson, who was only a few mo- 
ments behind him when he passed here. Pat- 
terson got a fresh horse at the stable here, and 
James Jones, the deputy sheriff went with 
him. Mr. Worley,!the telegraph operator, saw 
Lemox pass the depot and told Jones, who 
then put the spurs to his horse and soon Cap- 
tured Lemox. 

“What do you want?” said Lemox, as he 
ran his hand in his pocket. 

THE PRISONER COVERED. 

When he turned, Jones had him_ covered, 
and told him to throw his hands up. He had no 
trouble in taking him then,and he, with Sheriff 
Patterson, placed him in jail here. Behind 
Sheriff Patterson was Colonel Willis, of Bain- 
bridge, a brother of Lemox’s wife. He swore 
that he would get him if he stayed on the face 
of the earth, and he met Jones and Patterson 
with their prisoner here. Had it not been for 
Jones, Willis would have saved Decatur 
county the expense of a trial.

Do We Want Newfoundland? 

According to The Boston Herald’s ad- 
vices from Halifax, Newfoundland threatens 
to demand instant annexation to this 
country, rather than submit to British 
coercion in the matter of yielding exclusive 
fishing privileges along a pagt of her coast to 
the French fishermen. 

Do we want this unfortunate island? Its 
people find it so difficult to make a living 
that our government would probably have 
to help them out. Then how about France 
and England? This insignificant bit of land 
is not worth a quarrel. 

But there is another view of it. If we are 
to inaugurate a policy of territorial expan- 
sion designed to bring under our flag 
Canada, Cuba and other neighboring pieces 
of real e state, it will be in order to begin 
with Newfoundland. 

Still it is a doubtful business. Under all 
circumstances, do we want Newfoundland? 


Concerning Senator Gordon. 

The Southern Alliance Farmer, of this 
city, is on the right line when it says: 

Gordon is now our senator for six years, and 
there is no reason in sub and county alliances 
persisting in passing resolutions of condemnation. 
They can do no possible good. Let us watch Sen- 
ator Gordon’s official career carefully, and if he 
will carry out all of his promises made on the eve 
of his election, and assist our alliance congress- 
men in securing the enactment of laws looking to 
the relief of the farmers, he will deserve our 
thanks and endorsement. Let us give Senator 
Gordon a fair trial, and we hope and trust that 
his course in congress will be such that the Geor- 
gia alliancemen will not feel that they were de- 
frauded of their mghts by hiselection. Hold your 
tempers, brethren, and give Senator Gordon a 
fair showing. 

This is the proper view. Senator Gordon 
is a brave, high-minded, true man, with a 
broad patriotism, embracing the entire coun- 
try, without lessening his devotion to the 
interests of Georgia and the south. 

We have every reason to believe that the 
senator will join the alliance congressmen 
in working for such fair and just legislation 
as will lighten the burdens of the farmers. 
His sympathies are on their side, and his 
abilities will enable him to greatly advance 
the cause of reform, 

If Senator Gordon disappoints these rea- 
sonable expectations his constituents will 
have reason to be dissatisfied, but not before. 
It affords us pleasure now to place on record 
our prediction that his course in the senate 
will be all that his people hope for. 


Johnston at Manassas. 

The great military abilities of General 
Joseph E. Johnston were so conspicuous, 
and so generally _ recognized, that the one 
notable mistake of his career may be fairly 
criticised without detracting from his just 
claims. 

It must be admitted that the first great 
career of the cenfederates in the conduct of 
the war was their failure to make the most 
of their brilliant victory at the first Manassas, 
The entire responsibility, as all the world 
knows, rested upon Johnston. When his 
forces joined Beauregard’s, the day before 
the battle, he assumed command of the con- 
solidated armies. 

The fight ended in the most complete route 
of the federals. Thousands were capturéd, 
and thousands more threw away their guns 
and did not pause in their flight until they 
reached Washington. It was an overwhelm- 
ing defeat followed by a panic. 

Flushed with triumph, and eager: to press 
forward, the confederates should have 
marched on to Washington without delay, 
Northern writers all agree that the capital 
was terrorized, and would have fallen with 
hardly a show of resistance, The possession 
of the city would have exerted a tremendous 
moral influence, and the battle of Gettys- 
burg, instead of being fought in 1863, would 
have been won under Johnston in 1861, 

Then, with Philadelphia menaced, the 
border states of Maryland, Kentucky and 
Missouri would have thrown their entire 
strength on the side of the confederacy, and 
the north would have been willing and ready 
to make terms. 

As it was, the advantage gained at Ma- 
nassas was not utilized. The north was 
allowed what was most needed—time for 
organizing, equipping and disciplining 
armies four to one—and the border states 
were drawn upon for as many soldiers as 
there were in the whole confederate army. 
The delay made the successful invasion of 
the north impossible, and forced the war to 
continue on southern soil. 

In view of these facts and deductions, the 
future reader of history will wonder why 
our troops remained on the field at Manassas 
after the fight. President Davis, and many 
of our generals favored an onward move- 


_ ment, but Johnston would not give his con- 


t. He gave in his book published shortly 
ter the war elaborate reasons for his 
mirse. Twoof his main grounds were 

he-had no pontoon bridges for crossing 
: Po and that his soldiers were un- 
trained volunteers in need of discipline. —

out pon 
have done the same thing in the summer of 


1861. Nor will it do to lay too much stress 


upon the lack of discipline of the southern 
soldiers. The volunteers in Virginia at 
that time were as fine fighting material as 
the world ever saw. They easily whipped 
largely superior numbers, including the 
flower of the United States regular army at 
Manassas, and in many other battles they 
showed that they were not handicapped by 
lack of training. The fact is, the strong 
point, the winning card of the confederates 
was their fiery, dashing, impulsive energy, 
and Johnston should have properly appre- 
ciated it. Stonewall Jackson, Stuart, For- 
rest and Morgan took men who had never 
seen a camp of instruction and led them on 
to famous victories. Had Jackson been in 
command at Manassas, he would have cap- 
tured Washington. But Johnston was 
controlled too much by the generally accepted 
military ideas of his time. He erred on the 
side of excessive caution. His plans and 
movements were admirable so far as they 
went, but they did not go farenough. He 
distrusted movements that did not fit well- 
established military theories. In this- he 
was the very reverse of Napoleon who, ac- 
cording to the bitter complaint of a defeated 
Austrian general, was always doing some- 
thing that was not laid down in the text- 
books on the art of warfare. 

So Johnston kept his army around Ma- 
inassas, training the troops until the follow- 
ing spring. During the time thus wasted he 
buried more than 30,000 of his soldiers who 
had sickened and died in camp, a _ greater 
number than he would have lost in a bloody 
pitched battle. 

There is no use in disguising the fact that 
it was a fatal error; but it may have been 
so ordered by an overruling Providence. 
From a strictly professional military point of 
view Johnston was not to be blamed. He 
was a scientific soldier, and his education 
made him attach undue importance to the 
training of troops. He failed to see that at 
the beginning of the struggle the impetuous 
courage of his soldiers was -the thing to 
count on. Scott and Taylor understood 
this in the Mexican campaign, and their 
‘‘mob fights,’’ as a historian on the other side 
called them, carried everything before them, 

It is well enough to calmly consider these 
facts. General Johnston was great enough 
to maintain a place in the front rankof mil-

An Elastic, Local Currency. 

When THE CoNnsTITUTION, a few years 
ago, demanded the repeal of the federal tax 
on the circulation of state banks it stood 
practically alone in its position. 

It seemed to be a hopeless fight, but our 
agitation of the question from time to time 
has produced encouraging results. Some of 
the leading newspapers in the west and 
southwest have joined hands with us, and 
now The New York Financial Chronicle 
frankly admits that more currency is needed 
in certain sections, and says: “It is a 
question with us whether the most suitable 
legislative act that could be taken today is 
not the simple repeal of the tax on circula- 
tion. Of course, that proposal suggests 
visions of the worthless stuff which obtained 
before the day of national bank note cur- 
rency. Wehaveno fear of the revival of 
any such situation. The commerce of 
today, if free to act, would not tolerate, but 
would detect and reject any insecure circu- 
lating medium,’’ The'Chronicle also thinks 
that it is quite a question when the alterna- 
tive is between congressional and state au- 
thorization, whether the safe refuge is not 
in the state, 

Now, this is coming manfully to our sup- 
port in the great fight for financial reform. 
In order to have an elastic currency meeting 
the business demands of our vast country, 
we must have local sources and stores of 
currency, responsive to local needs, and 
capable of great expansion and contraction. 
The only way to do this is to repeal the tax 
on circulation, and thus make it possible for 
local banks in the west and south : to issue 
notes. As The Galveston News puts it: 
‘*The problem of details as to adequate se- 
curities for circulation would not be more 
difficult in the case of such banks than it 
must be in the case of national banks, when 
some substitute for deposits of United States 
bonds must be found.”

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THE CONFEDERATE VETERANS PAY 
TRIBUTE

Tothe Illustrious Dead—In Words of Elo- 
quence and Patriotic Devotion They 
Mourn Their Commander's Death. 


There was a called meeting of Fulton 
County Confederate Veterans’ Association last 
evening. 

And a large number of the old soldiers were 
present. 

The business of the meeting was to pay 
tribute to the illustrious memory of General 
Joseph E. Johnston. 

General Walker occupied the chair, and 
when the meeting was called to order, Judge 
Robert L. Rodgers delivered a short address in 
which he mentioned the fact that the associa- 
tion had been called upon to commemorate 
the death of another of the great leaders of the 
confederacy, 

He suggested that a committee of seven be 
appointed, of which General Walker should be 
chairman, to draft suitable arrangements for a 
memoria! service, in favor of General John- 
ston. ‘The committee selected consisted of 
Colonel John Milledge, Captain W. D. Ellis, 
Rev. T. P. Cleveland, Dr. K. C. Divine, Mr. 
Charlies Arnold, Mr. T. B. Neal and Judge R, 
L. Rodgers, 

General Walker left the chair, and ina brief 
address eulogized the life of the great chief- 
tain, whom, he said, he had known from boy- 
hood’s day, and who was ever his hero. In 


conclusion he offered the following: 

Ata meeting of the Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation of Atlanta, Ga., to commemorate the 
death of Joseph E. Johnston, late general of the 
confederate states army, the following resolutions 
were adopted : 

Resolyed, That it is with profound regret we 
have heard of the death of this distinguished 
soldier, patriot and gentleman. Gifted by nature 
with a great intellect} and noble nature, he was 
educated in the profession of arms, aan | 
with honor in his class at West Point. a varied 
experience in every arm of the service, he 
became one of the inost accom + 
plished soldiers of the age. Familiar with 
the great campaigns of the great soldiers of —_ 
ages, no emergency could present itself for which 
he had nota solution. He servedas a subaltern 
in the Black Hawk and Seminole war. From the 
latter he returned a hero. In the Mexican war he 
received three brevets for distinguished service, 
In the war between the states, after displaying a 
strategic ability whichis the study and admira- 
tion otf military students, he was summoned by 
General Lee to command the remnant of the 
armies of the confederacy in North Carolina. in 
the expiring days of the confederacy, when 
the fortunes of our southern couse were in ex- 
tremities, that grand hero, Robert E. Lee, made 
generalissimo by an act of the confederate con- 
gress, selected Johnston as the ablest general 
among his paladins to command the western 
army, second only in importance to his own. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be published 
in the public journals of the city of Athanta and 
a copy be sent to the representative of his family. 

They were enthusiastically adopted. 

“ANOTHER BRIGHT STAR HAS 8ET.”’ 

Captain W. D. Ellis, in seconding these reso- 
lutions, said: 

Comrades: Another bright star of the old con- 
federacy has set. It rose in brilliancy, and con- 
tinued to ascend until it stood high in the firma- 
ment of military glory, and its splendor was not 
eclipsed even in defeat. General Joseph E. John- 
ston is dead. The last but one of the full generals 
of the confederacy has passed over the river—a 
brave soldier, a sagacious commander, one who in 
war and in peace was true to his convictions; one 
whom the temptations of" office could not seduce, 
and who never fawned at the feet of power or 
of riches, Stainless in his youth, chivalrous in 
his manhood, he was pure and unspotted in his 
old and venerable age. — 


The military giory of our old chiefton 
has passed into history. His successes 
have been recorded in the bright pages 


of song and story, and the reverses he met with 
have been explained, and stand marked in the 
ae of the lost Cause as examples of military 
genius. 

In 1861, ’62, 63 and ’64 the news of the death of 
General Johnston would have fallen upon the 
south as a brand of personal and public affliction. 
The wail of sorrow would have been taken from 
hills to valleys, from the mountains to the sea, 
until the heart of this struggling people would 
have melted into tears. Today the news flashes 
forth upon the country and meets with the recep- 
tion as that when a giant oak has fallen ; that a pa- 
triarch of the forest, which had passed the ordeal 
of manya wintry blast, had served its day and 
generation well, and has fallen in the sunshine 
of peace with admiration for its former 
magnificence. This is the way the general public 
receives the mournful tidings. But there are men 
to whom the sad intelligence wakes more than a 
,passing sigh or vain regret. Those who wore the 
gray and tollowed Lee and Johnston have re- 
ceived the ligntning’s flashing of Johnston’s death 
with a shock which the electric current gives the 
stately pine amid the howling of a tempest. We 
have seen our comrades fallaround us in the shock 
of battle. We have seen the life blood of the 
brave flow out in rivulets, and we have been told 


to “close up’—‘steady the ranks and for- 
ward.”’ Each veteran here will remem- 
ber the shock he felt at the fall of his 


comrades, and he will remember that as the 
ranks were thinned and the gaps weré closed, 
those who closed up and sped away to duty, felt 
the chords of love for comrades grow stronger 
with the advance. We are still marching on, not 
to storm the terrible redoubt, notto meet the 
storm of’ bullets and of shrieking shell, but on in 
the march along the brink of the river of life. 
Our old commanders are nearly all laid low; 
our ranks are getting thin and thinner; we 
get no recruits; we cannot fillthe places of 
our old leaders; we cannot fill our ranks, but we 
cannot go into winter quarters; we must keep 
marching on to the drum beatof old “father 


time.’’ He has rusted our arms, has moth- 
eaten and rotted awaythe old confederate 
gray. He has whitened our hair and withered 
our cheeks; he has enfeebled our 
steps so that many cannot now move in 


‘‘quick time ;’’ but he cannot wither our recollec- 
tion ; hecannot destroy our love for old memories ; 
he cannot sever our love for each other, and 
with all hus blight, decay and destruction, he 
cannot deter us from closing up our ranks. As 
we pass on to join Lee, Stonewall Jackson, Joseph 
E. Johnston and our comrades we will maneuver 
the last squadin good order and we'll close up 
the last gap and aing out “Glorious old com- 
manders!’’ we are coming to join you! and let 
us be able to say we have never let the flag of 
honor, courage or patriotism trail in the dust. 
Comrades,we bow ip humble and sorrowful recog- 
nition of the fact that a grand old hero, who stood 
many a trial and braved many a storm for his 
country’s good, has fallen asleep to awake and re- 
join the great army of our comrades who have 
passed over before him. Would it strain our 
fancy to picture the *“‘boys’’ on the other side of 
the river, with the “rebel yell” converted into a 
hallelujah, sound the glad refrain inthe land of 
the blessed: “Joe Johnston has arrived upon the 
field of glory.” 
A TOUCHING TRIBUTE. 

As a further endorsement of the resolutions, 
Rev. T. P. Cleveland said: 

We are called upon as an association of con- 
federate veterans to mourn the denvarture of one, 
and the last but one, of the six generals whocom- 
manded an army of men unequaled in all the an- 
nals of warfare, ancient and modern, for valor, en- 
durance and fidelity. 

Born in the same state, graduating inthe same 
class at West Point, and engaged in someof the 
same wars with that peerless patriot and unsullied 
soldier, R. E. e, his decease opens afresh the 
wounds which time had somewhat soothed. But 
while we mourn his loss tousas a magnificent 
type = «= southern gentieman, a 
southern patriot and a southern’ soldier, 
we also contemplate with gratitude and delight 
that renowned military career, which, begintiing 
with a cadetship, culminated as afull general in 
the greatest war of history. 

This is not the time or place to enter into the 
details of that long, eventful and bonored life 
which has just closed in a calm and peaceful death. 
The biographers of the fature will speak 


proudly of his prowess, and record for 
the benefit of future generations the 
many lessons ‘gleaned from a life so emi- 


nently consecrated to the profession that he 
elevated and ennobled by his chivalry and heroic 
deeds. And truly has it been declared “He was 
brave in war, patroticin peace. Noact of his ever 
sullied the southern cause.” 


As to- the love “which he possessed 
from the gallant men who fought under 
him let the memorable episode of 
the last Decoration Day in the city of Atlanta 
attest—when 


pray-bs red heroes of 61 drew the 
carriage which conveyed him to the entrance of 
the opera house, while tears of gratitude moist- 
ened his care-worn cheeks. 
The many scars upon his brave body fully indi- 
cated him as a warrior tried and true, without re- 
roach and without fear. His long journey trom 
gon in July, 1885, to act as palibearer to Gen- 
eral Grant, and his recent service of the same 
kind for General Sherman are unmistakable proofs 


of how he esteemed by the most distinguished 
of those 0 wore the blue, and how willing he 
was to aid in the restoration of fraternal g3 
between the states that war had severed. 


. OTHER ADDRESSES. 
Mr. James Oliver delivered a short and ring- 
ing address on the glorious memory of the dead 
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"and “one of the greatest captains of the age,” 


and thought that posterity would realize just 
how great was the man whose memory is so 
dear to the people of the south. : 

It was moved by Colonel Starke thata 
badge of mourning be worn by members of the 
association for thirty days in respect to the 
death of General Johnston. 

Colonel J. W. Robinson occupied the atten- 
tion of the association for a short time in one 
of those ringing addresses for which he is 
famous, andin which in words of burning 
eloquence he spoke of the campaigns of the 
old hero. 

His vindication of that momentous cam- 
paign in which in days gone by the actions of 
the dead commander were criticised, was 
something superb, and was received with the 
loudest acclamations, 

Hon. Albert Cox paid a short but glowing 
tribute tothe memory of Johnston and his 
great compeers. 

Captain John Milledge paid his tribute to 
the immortal greatness of the heroes of the 
confederacy. He rejoiced to know that the 
city of Atlanta, which stood in the way of 
Sherman in his march to the sea, had paid that 
tribute to the veteran hero in having him 

resent at the memorial services last year, and 
16 treasured among his richest earthly pos- 
— the note of gratitude written him by 
General Johnston after that grand ovation. 

On motion of Mr. W. B. Burke, Colonel J. 
W. Robinson was requested to be one of the 
orators on the occasion of the memorial ser- 
vices in memory of General Johnston. 

Captain Frank M. Myers stated that General 
Johnston was an honorary memberof the 
Fulton County Confederate Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Captain George B. Forbes related an inci- 
dent illustrating the love of the private soldier 
for his commander. It was when General 


Johhston was sent to the west, after 
the battle of Baker’s creek, to reor- 
ganize the army. The long lines 


of veteran soldiers, drawn up across a field, 
hot, tired and hungry, cheered till the welkin 
rang again as he rode down the lines. 

“If old Joe says doit, it’s right,’ was the 
expression they used after following him in 
many a weary march of advance or retreat. 

AN HONORARY SALUTE. 

Captain Forbes proposed, if the association 
so willed it, that his command, the Atlanta 
Artillery, fire the salute customary on the death 
of a full general at the time of the funeral 
services this morning. 

The suggestion was most enthusiastically en- 
dorsed. 

It was one of the regrets of the association 
that a delegation from Atlanta could not at- 
tend the services, as there was not time be- 
tween the announcement of his death and his 
funeral to give them time to make the ar- 
rangements and get to Washington in time to 
participate. 

Memorial Exercises. 

The committee to perfect arrangements for 
the memorial exercises retired and drafted the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the memorial meeting in honor 
of General J. E. Johnston by the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, of Fulton county, be held 
on #riday evening, the 27th of March, in the capi- 
tol, in the hall of representatives, and that speak-~ 
ers on the occasion be confined to persons who 
were actual soldiers, and in speeches of not over 
fifteen minutes;and that the Ladies’ Memorial 
Association be specially invited to attend, and 
reserved seats be arranged for them. 

The veterans will meet at Confederate hall 
at 7 o’clock, and in command of the president 
and commander, Judge W. L. Calhoun, will 
march to the capitol. 

A band will march at the head of the column 
and will furnish music appropriate to the oc- 
casion. 

Suitable speakers will be selected, whose 
names will be announced in Friday’s ConstT1- 
TUTION, and the occasion will be one in which 
all the veterans will participate, in honor of 
their old chieftain.

THE SITUATION ON THE M. AND N. 
G. ROAD, 


A Radica) Change in the Union Depot. 
New Officers for the Western and 
Atlantic—Other Matters.

The Marietta and North Georgia strike is 
now assuming proportions that portend results 
most serious, 

Superintendent Glover was in the city yes- 
terday, and is reported as saying toan intimate 
friend that there is nota pound of flour at 
Canton and other towns along the road, and 
that people on the line of the road are 
threatened with a coal famine. : 

It is no secret in Atlanta that the farmers 
along the line of the road are in rather an un- 
pleasant situation, and are probably the worst 
sufferers by the strike and the boycott which has 
outgrown therefrom. To make matters worse, 


4 @ boycott willin a day or two be declared by 


the engineers on all the Marietta and North 
Georgia Express Company’s business, which is 
controlled and operated by the road. 

Judge H. B. Tompkins, who represents the 
Central Trust Company, the principal creditor 
of the road, in speaking of the strike, said yes- 
terday: 

“There is one thing that ought to be em- 
phasized, and that is the great discrimination 
it has engendered against the merchants of 
Atlanta. Marietta isa Village of about 6,000 
or 8,000 inhabitants, while Knoxville is quite 
& town with from 20,000 to 25,000 people, and 
18, Of course, considerable of a market, which 
the former is not. The Atlanta merchant can 
no longer load up a car with flour, or meat, or 
provisions and ship it to Canton, say, as the 
Western and Atlantic engineers refuse to turn 
it over to the Marietta and North Georgia road, 
when it gets to Marietta. As the Canton deal- 
ers Cannot buy anything at Marietta and are 
also barred out from Atlanta, they are going 
to Knoxville for their stuff, which can be there 
purchased in unlimited quantity. Atlanta 
dealers are thus going to lose thousands of dol- 
lars unless a settlement of the strike can soon 
be effected.” 

The representatives of the various interests 
affected by the boycott of the railroad are 
making every effort to have freight consigned 
to that road moved. An application was to 
have been made yesterday by Judge Tomp- 
kins tothe railroad commission to find out 
how far the powers of that body could be in- 
voked to compel other railroads to handle the 
boycotted cars. Commissioner Irwin being ab- 
sent, the application was postponed. 

Several merchants from along the line of 
road were in the city yesterday, looking after 
side-tracked freight, and endeavoring to get 
their goods through. Mr. R. F. Jones, of 
Canton, who perhaps does the largest business 
on the line between Marietta and Knoxville, 
spoke on the matter as follows: 

“It isaterrible hardship on all the mer- 
chants on the road-to have to turn their busi- 
ness into new channels, noris this the worst. 
Many have large quantities of goods already 
bought and shipped which they are unable to 
get through. 

“Individually I have a large amount of 
general inerchandise side-tracked, also several 
car loads of fertilizers here, and in Marietta a 
number of bales of cotton, which I canin no 
way handle. 

‘The fertilizers in twoor three weeks will 
be useless, at leastso far as this seasonis con- 
cerned. 
amount to so very much, but tle families do 
much of their spring trading while. hauling 
the guano and naturally buy where they go to 
getit. This carries our customers to other 
places, and to get them back we have to offer 
them extra inducements. As all guano 
notes are payable in the fallit takes them to 
the place where they made their purchases, 
and in that way, unless we get immediate re- 
lief, the effects of the strike will be felt in the 
fall, and much of our trade for that season di- 
verted, and our cotton receipts reduced. 

**‘While here I shall personally tender to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad the goods I 
have here for shipment. What further steps 
I will take I can’t say, but I know of several 
who will institute suit unless their consign- 
ments are moved; among them Mr. Lee Mc- 
Collum.” 

Mr. McCollum, whois a merchant of Holly 
Springs, was seen. He said: 

‘On Saturday there were twelve wagons at 
my store waiting for guano which I had order- 
ed, @but could! not get through. I am 
here today for the purpose of requesti- 
ing the Western & # £Atlantic railroad 
to haul the goods I have here, and to see in 
person that they are offered to the railroad for 
shipment. In case they refuse to receive 
them I shail immediately institute a suit for 
damages, as my lawyer advises me that I can 
recover. 

“My mercantile relations are established, 
and with the large credit business I doit 
would be difficult to make an abrupt change 
from Atianta to Knoxville to supply the wants 
of customers,”’ 


Some radical changes are soon to be made in 
the union depot. The ground end facing Pryor 
street, at the corner of Wall, is to be built out 
sixteen feet on the Pryor street sidewalk, 
which will bring it on a level with Kiser’s old 
building. The additional space thus created 
will be made a sorting room for the mails. No 
change will be made in the location or size of 
the restaurant. Adjoining the restaurant will 
be the emigrants’ waiting room; then the negro 
waiting room. Next will come the Western and 
Atlantic and the union ticket offices, and between 
the two willbe a large entrance, The general 
waiting room will adjoin the latter office, and a 
portion of it will be set aside for the sole use of 
the ladies. The mainexit willbe between the 
big waiting room andthe baggage room, which 
wil] be shifted tothe Loyd street end, taking up 
all that portion now used as offices by the Pullinan 
company and Depot Master Armstrong. Mr. 
Armstrong wil! have an office directly across in 
the opposite corner of the shed, and the Pullman 
people will have to engage quarters outside the 
depot. Along iron fence will be erected on the 
inside extending from the emigrants’ room to the 
main exit, forthe purpose of keeping out those 
who are not authorized to enter the 
depot. The entrance from the _ restau- 
rant to the depot will be closed 
up. No changes will be made on the upper Moor. 
The contract will be let for these improvements in 
a few days and work willcommence as soon a8 
practicable. The estimated expense of the job is 
$4,000.

Mr. R. D. George, a conductor in the East 
Tennessee yards, was killed yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Two switch engines collided, and Mr. George 
was crushed frightfully. The accident hap- 
pened between 1 and 2 0’clock, and the injured 
man lingered until about 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

At the time of the accident Mr. George was 
Standing in the gangway of a switch en- 
gine, riding from the yard toward the city. 

At the McDaniel street crossing this engine 
was inet by another switch engine pulling a 
car loaded with stock. The engineers ¢@n- 
deavored to stop their engines, but they were 
so close together that this was impossible. 

In the collision Mr. George hal his left leg 
cut off and his right leg badly crushed, No- 
body else was injured. 

The injured man was taken to his home, 
at 279 Windsor street, but in spite 
of the efforts of the physicians he died after 
several hours of intense suffering. 

Mr. George was a married man. 
a wife and five children. 

He had a $2,000 life insurance policy in the 
Railway Ofticials and Conductors’ Accident 
Association. 

After thorough investigation the coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict charging negligence on 
the part of the railroad company’s employes. 

The body will be sent to Conyers for burial 
today.

Middiebrooks called the general council to 
order yesterday afternoon. : 

Tt was an adjourned session of the body. 

Mr. Rice, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, presented an ordinance regulating the pay 
of the police department for the next two years. 
The ordinance was considered as the report of 
the finance and police committees to whom the 
paper of the police commrission had been re- 
ferred. 

It fixed the salary of the chief of police at 
$2,000, the three captains at $100 each per 
month; the six sergeants at $2.50 a day; the 
two station house keepers at $2.50 a day each; 
the two cemetery guards at $50 a month each 
and the patrolmen $2 a day each. 

“T want,’ said Mr. Holbrook as the clerk 
finished the reading, ‘‘to amend that-report so 
far as the pay of the station house keepers is 
concerned. No men connected with the police 
department have harder work than they and 
none have more responsibility. Then — 
put in twelve hours every day, too, and 
Seek that they should have $100a month 
each.’’ 

‘No one,” said Mr. Rice, ‘‘appreciates the 
dan ger and hard work of the members of the po- 
lice force more than I, and for my part I’d like 
tocomply with Mr. Holbrook’s amendment. 
But the police board bas fixed the salaries of 
the department, and they evidently know 
what they are doing. Then again, we haven't 
the money.” 

Mr, King coincided with Mr. Rice. 

Mr. Holbrook then withdrew his amend- 
ment, and the schedule of pay was passed up 
as the police board asked it. 

Mr. King introduced an ordinance revoking 
all licenses granted to private detectives, or 
detective agencies, after the time for which 
they have paid expires. The ordinance pro- 
vided that no license asa detective shall be 
issued hereafter to any one, unless the board 
of police commissioners recommends the same. 
It also stipulates a fine of $500 on any one 
doing detective work without a license. 

The ordinance was referred to the police 
committee. 

Mr. Murphy handed in a resolution passing 
up $200 to Alexander & Lambden, attorneys 
for Robert McDaniel, in full settlement of the 
petitioner against the city.

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AND THE CORONER'S JURY THINKS 


HER HUSBAND DID IT, 


The Mystery of Mary Alien’s Death Seems 
to Be Solved—The Husband Has 
Disappeared. 


Her neck was broken. 

That is what caused the death of Mary 
Allen, a young negro woman. 

The coroner’s jury says she was wmur- 
dered, and that the woman’s husband com- 
mitted the crime. 

W. C. Allen, the suspected husband, has 
disappeared. But the police are after him. 

A mystery surrounds the woman’s death. 
She was found dead in her bed on Sunday. 

The door of the room was locked, and 
people living in the next room did not know 
that Mrs. Allen was even sick. 

W. C. Allen, the negro man who is 
charged with causing his wife’s death, has 
been working for Mr. Mark Berry as a rock 
mason. 

He and his wife have been living at No. 
75 Rawson street, the house being occupied 
by three families, Winnie Russell, a negro 
woman, living in the room adjoining that 
occupied by the Allens. 

From what the neighbors say, this being 
brought out at the coroner’s investigation 
yesterday, the two have not been getting 
along as smoothly as they might. 

It was testified to that Allen had been 
heard to threaten the life of his wife upon 
occasions. Both are young, the 
dead woman being only about sixteen or 
seventeen years of age. 

Last Thursday, a week ago, Mrs. Allen dis 
appeared. The door of her room was locked, 
the windows shaded, and it was supposed that 
she and Allen had gone away on a visit some- 
where, as the latter also left on last Saturday 
a week ago, after locking the door and taking 
the key. 

Allen worked Saturday all day, but since 
then no one has seen or heard of him. 

Several times the woman’s friends called to 
see her, but to their repeated knockings and 
calls no answers were returned, and the neigh- 
bors believed she had gone away, as stated. 

But Sunday the young woman’s mother de- 
termined to enter the room. Keys were 
brought and the door finally opened. 

Mrs. Allen was found dead in bed with her 
neck broken. 

The police were notified and later on an in- 
quest was held, with the result already given, 
charging Allen with the murder of his wife.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, March 23.—The stock market today 
developed no new features, but remained in the same 
rut of dullness and stagnation into which it has now 
been so long. Interest in the market was still confined 
to a very few stocks, and outside of St. Paul, Burling- 
ton and Northern Pacific preferred, little animation 
was shown in the general list, though Lackawanna, 
Rock Island and Ontario and Western showed some 
life, and there was aspasmodic attempt to revive the 
boom in New York, Susquehanna and Western pre- 
ferred stock, scoring a gain of 1 per cent at one time. 
The opening of trading was marked by great duliness, 
but the first prices, somewhat under the stimulus of 
the rather favorable bank statement of Saturday, were 
all small fractions better than Saturday’s finals, and 
further small gains were scored in the active stocks, 
while there was no special feature of interest in the 
whole list beyond the strength developed again in 
Susquehanna and Western stocks and activity in Com- 
sock tunnel at slowly declining prices. Later in the 
day, however, there was what looked like an attempt 
to cover some shorts in theGrangers and other leading 
active shares, and Rock Island was brought up 1 per 
cent and the others in proportion. This movement 
' was the only one of importance during the entire ses- 
sion, but with the steady, though slow, appreciation 
of values which revailed throughout the day, there 
were some marked gains scored at the close. The 
declaration of the usual dividend of 1 per cent for the 
quarter upon Rock Island gave stimulus to the late 
upward movement, but reached all portions of the 
list. The market closed dull, but firm, at about the 
highest prices reached. Sales listed, 280,000; unlisted 
38,000 shares.

Fluctuations were 
darting up and down between the quotations given 
with an occasional shoot upward to $1.03'4 during first 
hour and a half of the session, and then ‘iiewe the 
excited advance already alluded to, under which May 
was rushed upward to $1.0445.

Samuel, Alias Smith Dodd, Is in . 
Fulton County Jail. 


Fayette, alias Samuel, alias Smith Dodd is 
in Fulton county jail. 

He was placed there by George W. Robin- 
gon, deputized to go to Lynchburg, Va., with 
g requisition for him on Friday last. ‘ 

Dodd was seen at the jail yesterday, but de- 


clined to say anything about the case.

Six feet four inches tall, he is a veritable 


' young giant. He is swarthy of visage, with a 
' muscular body, and carries with him the 


weight of about thirty years. 
He towers a head above all the other 
isonersin jail, and is possibly the finest 


: specimen of manhood that has looked through 


the barsof Fulton county jail since John 
Coffee. 

There is a look of dogged determination 
about him that shows that he is not a man to 
be tritled with. 

THE STORY OF HIS ARREST. 

On December 3, 1890, Dodd and Chosewood 
became engaged in a brawl in a Decatur street 
saloon. 

Chosewood threw a glass of beer on Dodd, 
and the latter shot him, inflicting a wound 
which, asit was afterwards decided upon 
investigation, caused the death of Chosewood. 

Dodd disappeared, but did not go far, and did 
pot take much pains to conceal himself. 

He continued to work on the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, between Center and Lynch- 
burg, untila few weeks ago, when he quit 
work and went to Lynchburg. 

One night Policemen Dougherty and Chil- 
dress, of that city, were in a low quarter of 
the town in search of a criminal. 

They looked in at the door of a saloon and 
there sat several men. playing ‘“‘seven-up”’ 
with 15 cents on the table for drinks. 

“There’s our man,’’ said Dougherty, and as 
he did Dodd made a motion as if todrawa 
weapon. 

“Hold up your hands,” said the officer, 
shoving a pistol into his face. 

“Well, I guess I can hold ’em up, then,” 
said Dodd, doggedly, as he threw up his hands. 
HE HAD A PISTOL. 

He was taken to the station house and 
searched, and a big pistol was found in his 
pocket. 

He was not the man they were in search of, 
but the pistol was enough. 

One hundred dollars was the fine imposed, 
and Dodd was sent to the chaingang, where 
he worked out a part of his fine. 

On March 13th Captain J. M. Morrow, 
sheriff of Fulton county, got wind of the 
whereabouts ef Dodd and dispatched Chief 
Irwin, of Lynchburg, to know if he had such a 
man. 

The answer came at once that he had. 

So soon as Captain Morrow became con- 
vinced that he was the right man he secured 
requisition papers, and Mr. Robinson was dep- 
utized to go after him, and he left here Friday 
evening, accompanied by George Chosewood, 
a brother of the dead man. 

They arrived in Lynchburg late Saturday 
evening, and found that Dodd was in jail. 

A DESPERATE CHARACTER. 

The police officers received the Atlanta offi- 
cers with every possible courtesy, but advised 
them that they had better keep a sharp eye on 


» Dodd, as they regarded him as a desperate 


/ man. 
the officers, and he was handcuffed and his legs 


' securely shackled. 


Chief Irwin then turned him over to 


Dodd laughed and asked them if they thought 


» they could carry him to Atlanta, and he added 


to the policeman who arrested him: 
“You thought you'd get that $600 reward, but 
you see you didn’t.”’ 

He had previousty remarked that he had 
only been waiting for a reward to be offered 
when he intended to have surrendered 
himself. 

He asked the deputies, on the way, to loosen 
the shackles of his legs, as he did not like to 
travel over the Air-Line in that condition, but 
they were too wary. He had been carefully 


searched after being removed from jail. 
On the trip he was given breakfast, dinner 


and supper, and one hanacuff was loosened so | 


that he could eat, but every possible precau- 
tion was used to prevent his escape. 

One of the shackles was found to be bent 
when he was placed in jail. 

HE IS A VIRGINIAN. 

Dodd was born about twenty miles above 
Lynchburg, where his relatives still live. He 
has a wife and one child in this city, where he 
has lived for about twelve years. 

He is a railroader, and has led a pretty 
rough life of it, but was neverin such serious 
trouble before. 

Yesterday, after consultation with his wife, 
he decided to employ counsel, and selected 
Mr. C. T. Ladson, a prominent young lawyer, 
who has had iarge experience in the practice 
of criminal law, as his attorney. 

The case is not bailable, as he is under an 
indictment for murder, and the case will come 
up for trial in the superior court in due course 
of time.

Here’s another jail story. 

And a good one too. 

Four fleeing moonshiners left the dreary 
precincts of the United States department of 
Fulton county jail, about 3 o’clock Sunday 
moming. 

They broke through the door and noiselessly 
by the waining light of the dying moon they 
rode way toward their own native moun- 

They were, C. Fain, William Barmer, Dora 
Ellers and J. M. Carden, under sentence for 
from one to four months. 

They took no pains to inform their friends of 
their departure, and it was a surprise tothe 
jailers Sunday morning when they came not 
to break fast. 

Sheriff Morrow and his dupities were at 
once informed of the departure of their guests 
in such an unconventional manner, and they 
made haste to look for tracks. | 

__ THEY WERE AFTER THEM. 

Sheriff Morrow took the next train for Ma- 
rietta, and Deputy Sheriffs Barnes and Green 
took the Air-Line for Norcross. 

No one knew which route the prisoners had 
taken, and all was haphazard. 

Deputy Sheriff Barnes, however, is getting 
to be a pretty good detective, and when they 
got to Norcross he and Deputy Green got off 
and hired a double buggy and started out 
across the country, in the direction of Decatur. 

They struck the Lawrenceville road, and 
every now and then they would stop and in- 
quire if anybody had seen four men answering 
the description of the fugitives. But no one 
had observed such a quartette, and after each 
inquiry the outlook was more unfavorable. 

THE GAME FLUSHED. 

Suddenly there was a turn in the road. 

And right there, within a few yards of each 
other, stood pursuers and pursued. 

The fugitives broke to run. 

“Shoot ’em, Green!’’ said Deputy Barnes, 
and bang! went Green’s pistol, as Carden 
gathered up himself and began to split the 
atmosphere at a 2:40 gait. 

Deputy Green dropped the lines, the horses 
plunged forward, and had run seventy-five 
feet before Deputy Barnes could stop them. 

The other three men were covered by Dep- 
uty Green’s pistol, and stood shivering in the 
road; but in the hazy distance Carden’s coat- 
tails were floating on the breeze, and a kindly 
Skirt of forest soon sheltered him from his 
pursuers. 

A crowd soon gathered. The officers re- 
marked tooneof them, Justice Baxter, that 
there “‘was $10 in that man,”’ and the crowd 
broke away in pursuit of the fleeing moon- 
shiner.
